I don’t mean anything 
like that. 
Indications cf u person’s traits are ob­ 
tained, not fr< iii how well or how poorly he dances 
ar, to the actual technique of the dance as such, 
bul from the way he deices, from his personal 
expression through the dance, 
birch expression, 
whether good or had, conveys a meaning. 


Why No Two People Dance Alike 


It docs not take ma-'y examples to p row th at 
the good dancers are not alw ays tho most brilliant 
pcop’o, and that some who cannot even c a n y a 
tut e are among the best natured and often suc­ 
cessful in a bu sire s and social way. 
How well 
ex how poorly one dances is no criterion. 
It is 
ti well-estab h«hod fact th at m any who are good 
f i r . c e n to look ct are not easy to dance with- 
neither a re all good-looking people congenial com­ 
panions. 
I mention this merely to illustrate the 
point that character is net to be judged by ono 
cf nature s gifts, but ra th e r by spontaneous ac­ 
tions— intl cations of which the dancer is not 
aware. 


T hat no two people walk a ’ike, cat, think, look 
or do things in exactly the same manner, is an 
undisputed face, but why? 
W hat is the reason 
for the individual peculiarities in the actions of 
people? 
Is ii not possible th a t these singular 
actions characterize the person? 


Even a Walk Is Illuminating 


One is often of the im pression th a t he can 
judge u person’ 
class by his walk. 
The action 
c f tho walk is necessarily lim ited, but even th a t 
is enough to betray certain distinguishing fea t­ 
ures. 
No two people eat aiike. 
W hy? 
C annot 
the average m an judge of another by the way he 
bel iv s at the dinner table? 
Of course the aver­ 
age m an—and by th a t I m ean the man who has 
riot made a special study of hum an n atu re in to 
fa r as tho reading of ch aracter is concerned—can 
truly judge of a lim ited num ber of actions, but

S H A K E S P E A R E ha* been credited w ith fob 
lowing m any profession*! arid occupations 
arid he ha- hail many experiences attrib u ted 
to him, but hitherto he has not been gent rally 
Supposed to have had anything to do with a peace 
conference. 
Y et it is a fact, now established by 
indisputable docum entary evidence, th a t he and 
his a s s o c ia t e s of “The K ing's Com pany of A ctors" 
attended, by Jam es b 's comm and, a t the g re at 
peace conference held in London in the month of 
A ugust, 1604, between 
the 
m inisters 
of 
tho 
King of E ngland and the delegates from the K ing 
of Spain and the A rchduke and the D uchess of 
the Spanish N etherlands, finally to settle 
tile 
term s, which had been prelim inarily discussed 
for th ree m onths, and solemnly to ratify the 
treaty . 
Shakespeare’s duties, however, had nothing to 
do w ith the negotiations of the conference, but 
were confined to w aiting and attending on the 
chief envoy of the K ing of Spain, Ju an de Ve­ 
lasco, constable of C astile, who came w ith a suite 
of 200 gentlem en, secretaries and atten d an ts, all 
entertained a t K ing Jam es’s expense in old Som­ 
erset House, the splendid palace in the S trand 
built by John Thorpe foi the g reat Protector. 
“ F or Shakespeare it m ust have been an inter- 
eating experience to be in such dose contact w ith 
those engaged on a work of such international im­ 
portance,” says E rn est I .aw in the London Sphere. 
“ He and h it fellows w ere in attendance for IS 


days anti in their picturesque garb of bright red 
d o th , w'ith cloak 
ami cape of the same, em- 
broidered in gold w ith the royal arm s and tho 
K ing’s initials, crow ned, m ust have presented an 
a ttractiv e appearance, ranged in the Present-* 
Cham ber of the Palace. T heir fee for their whole 
‘w ait was 36 shilling:, each, hut this w as in a d ­ 
dition to th eir daily beard in the palace, which 
included a gallon of beer a day each. 
“ A* for the origin of the conference, it is to 
be found chiefly in Jam es b ’s way of looking upon 
everything as m atter for disputation, and hij 
ridiculous preening of him self on his wonderful 
cleverness in diplomacy. 
M oreover, being 
in 
tru th , an alien sovereign, w hat the E nglish peo­ 
ple thought or wished was alw ays a m atter of 
complete indifference to him, and, in his view 
alw ays to be subordinated to his own persona! 
predilections and his theories of his divine right' 
and to those ‘idealistic’ inanities of ‘Pacifism ’ a n i 
a ‘Peace League of all C hristian N ations’ on 
which he delighted on all occasions to hold forth. 
On these topics he would w rite pages, and would 
‘buttonhole’ fo r hours everybody he came across. 
H is speeches especially—such 
as 
the

ha 
made a t the gran d banquet a t W hitehall to tho 
delegates, following tile solemn ratification of 
the peace tre a ty —w ere full of frothy sentimen­ 
ta lity and can tin g sclf-gratulation, betraying sn 
attitu d e of mind scarcely distinguishable from 
th a t of the m odern ‘conscientious objector."*

even from the few m otions which the diner goes 
through, evidence of good breeding or the lack of 
it, one’s disposition and tem peram ent are easily 
discernible. 


Alm ost any man will readily adm it th a t ha 
can judge another by appearance. 
To a g reat 
extent he can. 
One does not have to be a physi­ 
ognom ist to read ch aracter by countenance. 
To 
read faces somehow seems n atu ral enough. 
P er­ 
haps it is because we judge people by th eir faces 
every day th a t we become m ore or less adept a t it. 
In this case we adm it th a t the face is an index 
to the ch aracter and because non-hom ogeneity 
exists am ong people all visages a re unlike on# 
another. 


Everything Is Indicative 


The sam e principle applies to everything a 
person does. H is actions are different from every 


other person’s for the reason th a t w hatever ha 
does is indicative of the person him self. 
And no 
tw o people 
are alike in every respect. In hand­ 
w riting is 
this fact especially significant. 
Al­ 
though there are but 26 letters in the E nglish 
alphabet, no two handw ritings are exactly alik e 
A lthough thousands of children learn, by tho 
Palm er method of w riting, to make each letter 
by a certain' rule and it would seem th a t when 
the children g rad u ate th eir handw ritings would 
be alm ost stereotyped, no two children will w rite 
like each other. 
G raphologists tell us th a t the 
reason for 
this dissim ilarity is due to the fact 
th a t the ch aracter of the person la expressed in 
his handw riting. 


In dancing the range of action is unlim ited 
and th erefo re perm its of a wide range fo r the 
display of inherent characteristics.

It is the individual way 
in which the action is perform ed which gives rise 
to diversity. 


Individual Temperament 


Every known trait and ch aracteristic can ba 
detected in the dancing of the individual, but to 
w rite at length on this subject would require 
more spate than the editor is w illing to allow. 
The tem peram ent of the individual is e pe­ 
n a lly noticeable in dancing. 
The phlegm atic p er­ 
ron who is v ry calm , pleasant and good natured, 


Poth type 
may or may not he good dancer* 
Again I repeat th a t the quality of th 
person’s 
dancing d o e s not cuter in the judgment of ch ar­ 
acter by dancing,
